Commissioners - With the legislative session over, I am writing to thank you for ALL your hard work 
and assistance on budget and legislation. That being said, there is a lot of work in front of us in terms of 
budget review, bill analysis, and preparation for the June special session. The Chief of Staff will be 
contacting each of you individually over the next few days and will be scheduling a cabinet meeting 
later on this month. 

I am attaching a one-page summary of the FY08 and FY09 budgets that passed compared to the 
Governor's proposed level of spending. It is important to look at both fiscal years as there is a lot 
happening in FY08 capital. Governor Palin has asked me to convey her concern with the overall size of 
the operating and capital budgets. She is asking that in addition to your review of capital budget items 
including our requests and legislative additions, you also look closely at your operating budgets for 
items/areas that can be reduced. 

The Governor has been clear in her commitment to slow the growth of government. In preparation for 
the FY2010 budget, the Governor would like you to begin identifying programs or services that we can 
reduce or eliminate and what statutory or regulatory changes might be needed to accomplish that. So, it 
will be important to begin a review of programs and services as soon as possible if we are going to be 
able to propose these changes in the FY2010 budget. 

Thank you again and I look forward to seeing all of you at the next cabinet meeting. KJR

Woody and Wilcox, morning radio personalities on KBPX "The Fox, " were suspended today f or 
a comment made on their show last Wednsday that diaparaged Alaska Native women. 



The station would not release the text of the comment but said it was a turn on an old 
axiom about what makes someone an Alaskan. The axiom says that in order to be a real 
Alaskan, someone has to kill a bear, pee in the Yukon and have sex with a Native woman. 



One of the DJs -- the station won't say which -- switched the saying around and made it 
even more objectionable to at least one woman who heard it and filed a Federal 
Communications Commission complaint. 
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The comment, and listeners' angry reactioris, hit a nerve inside and outside the Native 
community, including calls for a boycott from advertisers. 



The station, which previously apologized for the comment, posted the following statement 
on its web site this afternoon: 



"KBFX wishes to apologize to everyone in our audience and the community who was offended 
by the insensitive and inappropriate comments alluding to native women made during the 
Woody and Wilcox program broadcast on April 9, 2008. As KBFX does not condone racially 
offensive content in any form, the station has decided to suapend both radio hosts for an 
indefinite period of time during which they will both participate in sensitivity training. 
That training will also be made available to all other staf f members. Woody and Wilcox's 
compensation for the period of time they are euspended will be donated to an appropriate 
charity. We are confident that what waa said was an isolated incident, and it in no way 
reflects the views of KBFX station personnel."

We are continuing to refine the analysis of the budgets - attached is a two-page workbook 
- the first tab is basically what I sent this morning with minor tweaks in the FY08 
Governor Column and the second tab is a comparison of the FY08 starting point to the FY09 
Governor's Amended budget and the FY08 starting point to the FY09 Legislature's budget - I 
was trying to get to Rep. Chenault's statement about a 23% increase. You can get there if 
you back the supplemental amount out of our December starting point. 



However, we did not include tax credits in our spending numbers - so, you will see on the 
bottom of page 2, a GF comparison without tax credits. We had a 4% overall GF increase in 
December and ended up with a 7.2% increase - largely due to the adjustments for the 
bargaining unit agreements, and a couple of large capital retjuests, $12.5 million for 
erosion and $8 million for the bullet line.

CAMPAIGN 2008: Rival s hope to tum Alaska lawmakers' - influence over purse atrings irit o 
political weakness (= 04/15/2008)

For decades, Alaska' s two senior Republican lawmakers built their « political careers and 
repeated electoral successes in large part on their - ability to bring federal dollars 
back to America 's largest state, 

But with a changing political climate across the country -- and perhaps * more importantly 
-- the state itself, Sen. Ted stevens and Rep. Don Young = may find that what has long 
been considered one of their biggest - political advantages may not be much help in 
perhaps their fiercest = electoral challenges in decades. 

Indeed, Democrats hope that the two GOP lawmakers' once-perceived = strength of padding 
federal legislation with millions of dollars for their = home state will help lead to 
their downfall. The races are especially » attractive because Stevens and Young were seen 
as virtually untouchable = just a couple of years ago. 

Stevens has been revered as the most popular politician in Alaska - history, praised by 
local officials as being a one-man economic engine for - the state and repeatedly fighting 
for Alaska's interests in the four » decades that he has held that post. Young, likewise, 
has had only a couple - of tough electoral fights since capturing Alaska's lone House seat 
more = than three decades ago. 

During their long tenures on Capitol Hill, the two lawmakers have * secured powerful posts 
that assured their home state was consistently * among the biggest, if not the very 
biggest, per capita recipient of = federal dollars -- an achievement that traditionally 
garnered them praise - in Alaska. 

But more recently, Stevens and Young have become the poster children = for anti-earmarking 
crusaders and fiscal conservatives, who have criticized- the two as being among Congress ' 
biggest "porkers" in part for their = much-publicized efforts to secure hundreds of 
millions of dollars for two ■ controversial bridges in their home states. 

Normally, such attacks may not have mattered a great deal and political = observers say 
that no matter how much the two are criticized by intereat » groups in the lower 48 
states, their political undoing will not be the = earmarks themselves. But they add that 
the state's somewhat changing = attitude -- led in part by the popular Gov. Sarah Palin 
(R) toward = federal spending may not provide the buffer that it once did for the two - 
incumbents , 

"I think Alaskans in general appreciate being able to tap into the « federal largess and 
all the benefits for it, " said Jerry McBeath, a - University of Alaska-Fairbanks political 
science professor and an expert = on Alaska politics. "But it was highly embarrassing for 
Alaskans to be = perceived nationally of milking the federal cow excessively . " 

Democrats have recruited their preferred candidates to challenge both = incumbents, with 
former state house Minority Leader Ethan Berkowitz (D) » running against Young and 
Anchorage Mayor Mark Begich (D) poised to = challenge Stevens. Begich, son of former Rep. 
Nick Begich (D-Alaska) , has = thus far only formed an exploratory committee and has not 
fully committed = to the campaign, but Democratic Senatorial Campaign Committee Chairman = 
Chuck Schumer (D-N.Y.) told reporters last week that he expects Begich to - run. 

A Rasmussen Reports poli released last week showed Stevens in a virtual - dead heat with 
Begich, capturing 46 percent of the vote to 45 percent for » the potential challenger. A 
separate poli conducted by Hays Research in = Alaska showed Young trailing an unnamed 
Democratic challenger, 41 percent = to 34 percent. 

Both Young and Stevens also face primary challenges, though Young's is = viewed as being 
somewhat more serious since Lt. Gov. Sean Parnell (R) ■ unexpectedly entered the race last 
month. 

Corruption, earmark investigations 



The single biggest problem heading into the election for Young and - Stevens is the

specter of corruption issues hanging above the incumbente' = heads -- in some cases ones 
related to earmarks. 

The FBI and IRS raided Stevens' Alaska home last July to investigate « remodeling work 
there as a possible link to a bribery case involving oil =» services company VECO, and 
Stevens said the FBI asked him to preserve = records as investigators continue their 
examination. Stevens' son, former = state Senate President Ben Stevens (R), is also under 
investigation. 

Young has also been embroiled in the VECO seandal as the firm contribute= d heavily to his 
campaign . 

Additionally, Young has faced questions about an earmark that he * secured for a Florida 
road construetion project after accusations surfaced = that he received $41,000 in 
campaign contributions from a developer who - stood to benefit from the earmark. The 
Florida lawmaker who represents the = district did not ask for the earmark and Sen. Tom 
Coburn {R-Okla.) intends - to offer an amendment this week on the Senate floor that would 
setup a = bipartisan commission to investigate the earmark. 

Primarily because of those scandals, polis show that the approval <= ratings for Stevens 
falling to about 50 percent and in some cases below 40 » percent for Young. 

Already, Young 's challengers are taking aim at the long-term incumbent - over his earmark 
positions . 

in a debate last month, candidates from both parties jumped on Young = for both the 
Florida and the "Bridge to Nowhere" earmarks, accusing the = incumbent of harmmg the 
state's reputation. Young, however, said that he - would continue to ask for earmarks and 
that he is proud of every earmark - he has brought to the state. 

Democrats in Washington have also made elear that they intend to attaek = Young on the 
earmark issue, using it to portray the lawmaker as someone » who is an embarrassment to 
Alaska voters. "People of Alaska have to be - wondering what their congressman is doing 
getting favors for an interseetio- n in Florida," Maryland Rep. Chris Van Hollen, the 
Democratic Congressional- Campaign Committee chairraan, said last week. "You don't want 
someone who = is going to embarrass you in Washington, and he's been an embarrassment to - 
the people of Alaska." 

The Alaska Democratic Party has also launehed a Web site -- RetireTed.com 
<http-//retireted.com/> -- that highlights » the Bridge to Nowhere and other earmarks as 
one of the reasons why - Alaskans should vote to remove Stevens, arguing that the earmarks 
have = been used by Stevens to reward his associates and have shined a negative = light on 
the atate. 

Already it is apparent that lawmakers are responding somewhat to the = changing political 
elimate regarding earmarks. Both Stevens and Sen. Lisa = Murkowskl (R-Alaska) earlier this 
year announced that they would make = public all earmark requests received by their 
of f ices . 

Stevens, however, has also repeatedly defended Congress 1 power to = earmark, arguing that 
it represented an effective way to meet the needs of = the state and that federal agencies 
would not necessarily do any better - job of spending those dollars. "Those of us that get 
elected by Alaskans - go and listen to people in boroughs, listen to the state 
Legislature, - listen to people in the clty governments, " he said earlier this year "We - 
try to get Congress to approve what they ask for and the only way we can = do that is 
through the earmark process . " 

And though Stevens and Young supporters acknowledge that the incumbents = could have 
tougher election eyele this year than in the past, they - malntain that voters will etill 
place substantial value in having = repreeentatives in Washington who know how to secure 
money for the ■ state. 

«It is still important to Alaskans," said Dave Dittman, an Anchorage-bas- ed pollster who 
works for Stevens. "They don't like waste in general, but - they don't view the projects 
for Alaskans to be wastef ul . " 

Beyond the earmarks, Dittman argued that Stevens in particular has = built up goodwill 
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78 



among the electorate through his constituent work on = behalf of individual residents -- 
something that is particularly important = for a population that feels far removed from 
the federal government in - Washington. 

"A lot of their strength and support has been not so rauch what they » could bring to 
Alaska but they could for Alaskans when they had problema = with the federal government," 
he said. "When everything went wrong and you » had nowhere else to go and you had to solve 
a problem, you would go to « Senator Stevens." 

Popular Palin 



One potential problem in the arguments made by Stevens and Young on the * value of 
seniority and ability to tap into federal dollars is Palin, who « is enjoying high 
approval ratings and has called on the state to move away = from heavy reliance on 
earmarks . 

"We can and must continue to develop our economy, because we cannot and = must not rely so 
heavily on federal government earmarks," Palin said in » her State of the State address 
earlier this year. "Let us power up and = produce for Alaska and America. We can do this 
-- we're 50 years old now, = and it*s time." 

Indeed, Stevens has also said that with Alaska being a state now for = more than 50 years, 
it may have less need for earmarks. "Stevens several = years ago started telling state 
officials that it was a harder and harder ■ sell to bring money to Alaska because the 
state's development was no = longer young," McBeath said. 

At the same time, Stevens has publicly criticized state officials for - seemingly not 
supporting federal earmarks while not providing alternatives - on now to fund the state 's 
needs . 

Political observers say that clash on earmarks represents only part of = the schism that 
exists between Palin and her allies -- including the = lieutenant governor that is 
challenging Young and the old guard that = has controlled state politics for decades. 

It is unclear at this point, just how much that division will hurt = Young and Stevens. 
Still, observers say that if nothing else the governor' s- anti-earmark rhetoric could 
undermine at least some of their campaign ■ message. 

"There's a huge schism in Alaska Republican politics and that sort of « defines it right 
there," said Anchorage pollster Anne Hays, whose polis = show Palin's approval ratings at 
more than 80 percent. "The governor' s » numbers have just continued to be off the chart 
and her position has been = transparency and no earmarks."

For decades, Alaska 's two senior Republican lawmakers built their = political careers and 
repeated electoral successes in large part on their = ability to bring federal dollars 
back to America' s largest state.

-- the state itself, Sen. Ted Stevens and Rep. Don Young =» -- may find that what has long 
been considered one of their biggest = political advantages may not be much help in 
perhaps their fiercest = electoral challenges in decades. 

Indeed, Democrats hope that the two GOP lawmakers' once- per ceived = strength of padding 
federal legislation with millions of dollars for their » home state will help lead to 
their downfall. The races are especially = attractive because Stevens and Young were seen 
as virtually untouchable = just a couple of years ago. 

Stevens has been revered as the most popular politician in Alaska ■ history, praised by 
local officials as being a one-man economic engine for ■ the state and repeatedly fighting 
for Alaska ' s lnterests in the four = decades that he has held that post . Young, likewise, 
has had only a couple - of tough electoral fights since capturing Alaska 's lone House seat 
more - than three decades ago. 

During their long tenures on Capitol Hill, the two lawmakers have » secured powerful posts 
that assured their home state was consistently » among the biggest, if not the very 
biggest, per capita recipient of = federal dollars -- an achievement that traditionally 
gamered them praise = in Alaska. 

But more recently, Stevens and Young have becorae the poster children ~ for anti-earmarking 
crusaders and fiscal conservatives, who have criticized- the two as being among Congress' 
biggest "porkers" in part for their « much-publicized efforts to secure hundreds of 
millions of dollars for two = controversial bridges in their home states. 

Normally, such attacks may not have mattered a great deal and political - observers say 
that no matter how much the two are criticized by interest - groups in the lower 48 
states, their political undoing will not be the « earmarks themselves. But they add that 
the state's somewhat changing - attitude -- led in part by the popular Gov.

"I think Alaskans in general appreciate being able to tap into the « federal largess and 
all the benefits for it," said Jerry McBeath, a = University of Alaska-Fairbanks political 
science professor and an expert = on Alaska politics. "But it was highly embarrassing for 
Alaskans to be = perceived nationally of milking the federal cow excessively. " 

Democrats have recruited their preferred candidates to challenge both - incumbents, with 
former state house Minority Leader Ethan Berkowitz (D) - running against Young and 
Anchorage Mayor Mark Begich (D) poised to = challenge Stevens. Begich, son of former Rep. 
Nick Begich (D-Alaska) , has - thus far only formed an exploratory committee and has not 
fully committed - to the campaign, but Democratic Senatorial Campaign Committee Chairman = 
Chuck Schumer (D-N.Y.) told reporters last week that he expects Begich to » run. 

A Rasmussen Reports poli released last week showed Stevens in a virtual « dead heat with 
Begich, capturing 46 percent of the vote to 45 percent for « the potential challenger. A 
separate poli conducted by Hays Research in - Alaska showed Young trailing an unnamed 
Democratic challenger, 41 percent - to 34 percent. 

Both Young and Stevens also face primary challenges, though Young ' s is » viewed as being 
somewhat more serious since Lt. Gov. Sean Parnell (R) - unexpectedly entered the race last 
month. 

Corruption, earmark investigations 
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The single biggest problem heading into the election for Young and = Stevens is the 
specter of corruption issues hanging above the incumbents' = heads -- in some cases ones 
related t o earmarks . 

The FBI and IRS raided Stevens' Alaska home last July to investigate = remodeling work 
there as a possible link to a bribery case involving oil » services company VECO, and 
Stevens said the FBI asked him to preserve * records as investigators continue their 
examination. Stevens' son, former 3 state Senate President Ben Stevens (R), is also under 
investigation. 

Young has also been embroiled in the VECO seandal as the firm contribute=> d heavily to his 
campaign. 

Additionally, Young has faced questions about an earmark that he - secured for a Florida 
road construetion project after accusations surfaced » that he received $41,000 in 
campaign contributions from a developer who = stood to benefit from the earmark. The 
Florida lawmaker who represents the = district did not ask for the earmark and Sen. Tom 
Coburn (R-Okla.) intends •= to offer an amendment thiB week on the Senate floor that would 
setup a = bipartisan commission to investigate the earmark. 

Primarily because of those scandals, polis show that the approval - ratings for Stevens 
falling to about 50 percent and in some cases below 40 - percent for Young. 

Already, Young' s challengers are taking aim at the long-term incumbent - over his earmark 
positions. 

In a debate last month, candidates from both parties jumped on Young - for both the 
Florida and the "Bridge to Nowhere" earmarks, accusing the « incumbent of harming the 
state 's reputation. Young, however, said that he - would continue to ask for earmarks and 
that he is proud of every earmark - he has brpught to the state. 

Democrats in Washington have also made elear that they intend to attaek * Young on the 
earmark isBue, using it to portray the lawmaker as someone - who is an embarrassment to 
Alaska voters. "People of Alaska have to be = wondering what their congressman is doing 
getting favors for an interseetio» n in Florida," Maryland Rep. Chris Van Hollen, the 
Democratic Congressional» Campaign Committee chairman, said last week. "You don't want 
someone who = is going to embarrass you in Washington, and he's been an embarrassment to = 
the people of Alaska." 

The Alaska Democratic Party has also launehed a Web site -- RetireTed.com 
<http://retireted.com/> -- that highlights - the Bridge to Nowhere and other earmarks as 
one of the reasons why = Alaskans should vote to remove Stevens, arguing that the earmarks 
have - been used by Stevens to reward his associates and have shined a negative = light on 
the state. 

Already, it is apparent that lawmakers are responding somewhat to the » changing political 
elimate regarding earmarks. Both Stevens and Sen. Lisa - Murkowski (R-Alaska) earlier this 
year announced that they would make - public all earmark requests received by their 
of f ices. 

Stevens; however, has also repeatedly defended Congress' power to « earmark, arguing that 
it represented an effective way to meet the needs of - the state and that federal agencies 
would not necessarily do any better = job of spending those dollars. "Those of us that get 
elected by Alaskans = go and listen to people in boroughs, listen to the state 
Legislature, = listen to people in the city governments, ■ he said earlier this year. "We - 
try to get Congress to approve what they ask for and the only way we can = do that is 
through the earmark process . " 

And though Stevens and Young supporters acknowledge that the incumbents - could have 
tougher election eyele this year than in the past, they - maintain that voters will still 
place substantial value in having - representatives in Washington who know how to secure 
money for the » state. 

"It is still important to Alaskans," said Dave Dittman, an Anchorage-bas- ed pollster who 
works for Stevens. "They don't like waste in general, but = they don't view the projects 
for Alaskans to be wasteful." 
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Beyond the earmarks, Dittman argued that Stevena in particular has = built up goodwill 
among the electorate through his constituent work on ■ behalf of individual residents 
something that ia particularly important = for a population that feels far removed from 
the federal government in = Washington. 

"A lot of their strength and support has been not so much what they = could bring to 
Alaska but they could for Alaskans when they had problema = with the federal government," 
he said. "When everything went wrbng and you = had nowhere else to go and you had to solve 
a problem, you would go to » Senator stevens." 

Popular Palin 



One potential problem in the arguments made by Stevens and Young on the = value of 
seniority and ability to tap into federal dollars is Palin, who - is enjoying high 
approval ratings and has called on the state to move away = from heavy reliance on 
earmarks . 

"We can and must continue to develop our economy, because we cannot and - must not rely so 
heavily on federal government earmarks," Palin said in - her State of the State address 
earlier this year. "Let us power up and ■ produce for Alaska and America. We can do this 
-- wc' re 50 years old now, » and it's time." 

Indeed, Stevens has also said that with Alaska being a state now for = more than 50 years, 
it may have less need for earmarks. "Stevens several » years ago started telling state 
officials that it was a harder and harder = sell to bring money to Alaska because the 
state 's development was no - longer young," McBeath said. 

At the same time, Stevens has publicly criticized state officials for » seemingly not 
supporting federal earmarks while not providing alternatives « on how to fund the state 's 
needs . 

Political observers say that clash on earmarks represents only part of • the schism that 
exists between Palin and her allies -- including the ■ lieutenant governor that is 
challenging Young -- and the old guard that a has controlled state politics for decades . 

It is unclear at this point, just how much that division will hurt - Young and Stevens. 
Still, observers say that if nothing else the governor's- anti-earmark rhetoric could 
undermine at least some of their campaign - message. 

"There's a huge schism in Alaska Republican politics and that sort of = defines it right 
there," said Anchorage pollster Anne Hays, whose polis - show Palin's approval ratings at 
more than 80 percent. "The governor's * numbers have just continued to be off the chart 
and her position has been - transparency and no earmarks . "

Sorry for the confusion. You are correct I left out the word "not". It makes a little bit of a difference. 
Regarding the section of the state law you referenced, most of our property tax levy is for education. We 
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are reauired to contribute 4 mills of the full and true value, but we aiso contribute up to the amount allowed by State 
law. My reference to 4 mitls was in a different context Our total levy is just over 10 mills and approximately 8 mills 
is for education.

Did you mean to say you CAN'T advise on the ANGSA? 

Let me give you the rundown on where we are at with Goldbelt, and how we got there... 

BEFORE the push to close Echo Cove, Rough Riders AK, Inc. approached city, state and federal agencies to try to 
find a solution to the overcrowding at Echo Cove and the resource damage caused by over use. We asked for a 
dedlcated access point, signage and permission to do traii maintenance. After about a year, Docks & Harbors 
"Found- an old ordinance, in effect since the 70's but NEVER enforced or even known of by CBJ officials. At this 
point we approached Goldbelt, Inc about using their land "Legally". We received an Adamant NO! We countered 
with options for user fees, area maintenance, Landowner Liability insurance, etc... Stiil No. 

Severaf months later we received a call from Bob Martin at Goldbelt Now there was some interest in a possible 
agreement The requirements were as follows: 



• Rough Riders AK, Inc. will provide Landowner Liability Insurance that would cover all users of the land - We 
can do this but to be covered the person MUST be a member of the Club. 

• Rough Riders AK, Inc. will provide ALL enforcement on site 

• Goldbelt wilt requtre a user fee of some sort. The actual fee, or method is yet to be determined, but some 
sort of permit was discussed. 

o This fee will cause the land to revert to Taxable Status for the duration of permit or lease, based on 
ANCSA. Goldbelt, Inc is aware of this. Rough Riders AK, Inc. MUST ensure that Goldbelt, Inc not 
incur ANY tax liability. The Attomey for Goldbelt stated that an exemption from CBJ was the only 
option they could see that would work for them. An option would be for Rough Riders AK, Inc. to 
agree to pay any Tax liability as a result of our use but the property taxes on such a large parcel 
woukJ be far more than we could cover. 

I have been pouring over State Tax Law and found the following: 



(m) A municipality may by ordinance partially or totally exempt all or some types ofeconomic 
devehpment property from taxationfor up tofrveyears. The municipality may provide for renewal ofthe 
exemption under conditions established in the ordinance. However. und er a renewal a municipality that 
it a school distrtct mav onlv exempt all or a portion ofthe amount of taxes that exceeds the amount 
levied on other pronertv for the school district. A municipality may by ordinance permit deferral of 
payment oftaxes on all or some types ofeconomic devehpment property for up tofmyears. The 
municipality may provide for renewal ofthe deferral under conditions established in the ordinance. A 
municipality may adopt an ordinance under this subsection only if, before it is adopted, copies ofthe 
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proposed ordinance made available at a public hearing on it contain written notice that the ordinance, if 
adopted, may be repealed by the voters through referendum. An ordinance adopted under this subsection 
must include specific eligibility reguirements and reguire a written applicationfor each exemption or 
deferral. In this subsection "economic development property" means real or personal property, including 
devehped property conveyed under 43 U.S.C. 1601 etseq. (Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act), that 

(1 ) has not previously been taxed as real or personal property by the municipality; 

Does the highlighted sentence refer to the 4% you were talking about? If not, is this something we can qualify 
under? My understanding from reading this, which could very well be wrong, is that the limit on the exemption is 
only on a RENEWAL. Would this allow fbr an initial 5 year period? I am clueless when it comes to tax issues. 

Really what it comes down to is this... Goldbelt is willtng to allow this use if they can make money, have no tax or 
injury liabtlities, and have to put ABSOLUTELY NO EFFORT into the process.

James, 

I understand you concems. However, in Alaska a local govemment's ability to tax (or in this case not to tax) is 
govemed by the State. The State's interes! Is In getting their share. Under the State's fundlng formula for 
education local govemments are required to contribute 4% of all property they could tax. The State then withholds 
the equivalent of the 4% in State support to the school dlstricts. If we optionally exempt property, we are still 
required to contribute the 4%. This means we go backwards by 4 mllls when we provide optional exemptions. 
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In this case, you have an unusual situation of dealing with ANCSA where the business purpose is a nominal 
amount The taxation of the property stays with owner unless the owner is exempt. If the owner is exempt then 
the taxation of the property falls to a lessee if that lessee is determined to be taxable. We can likely deal with the 
taxable status of the OHV group. This could be a communily purpose exemption if you have a 501 (c) (3) or (4) 
designation. However, the taxable status to the owner creates a problem that likely has no tax relief solution. The 
real tax issue in this case is to somehow be allowed to use the property without jeopardizing the ANCSA required 
exemption or being able to provide Goldbelt with an optional exemption or transferring the property to an exempt 
organization. 

On your question about lessening the burden, it is not as simple as stated. If the property is assessable, then it 
must be assessed at full value unless it is personal property that can be flat taxed (note an airplane is personal 
property) or optionally exempted and the mill levy must be consistent across the area levied. Mr. Van Sant's 
comment may refer to flat taxing aircraft or reducing the mill levy within the area. Both of whrch do not help the 
OHV Park situation. 

If you have any thoughts on this, I would be happy to discuss them with you. I have both a dirt bike and 4 wheeler 

and having a place to ride would be great.

I have 
attached the responses from the State as well as CBJ law dept. 

Page 2 , Paragraph one of the State Assessor memo states that "There are alternatives available to the Assembly 
to lessen the taxation burden..." Can anyone tell me what these are and how much the potential" Lessening" of the 
tax burden would/could be? 

This is an issue that CBJ has shown support for, and it seems there should be a way to remedy the tax issue. So I 
guess my question is, how much support does the OHV community have from the CBJ? The North Douglas OHV 
Park has tumed into a situation that is destined to fail. Even if the permits are approved by the Planning 
Commisslon (which I highly doubt), the opponents have made it clear that they will continue to do EVERYTHING in 
their power to get it closed down. 

This opportunity with Goldbelt would essentially solve the OHV problem in Juneau. I find it hard to believe that 
there are no options to remove the tax burden. 

Rough Riders AK, Inc. cannot afford to pay the property taxes that Goldbelt would incur from our use of the 
property. This would provide both a short, and long term solution. As it is, where is the OHV community 
supposed to recreate this summer? 

So, two years later, I am asking the same question... Is there anything that anyone can do, or is willing to do, to 
help find a short term solution to the Juneau OHV issue?

I have had several conversations and email exchanges with Mr. Tripp in this regard over 
the past month. I forwarded his questions to the Law Dept, and have spoken with both 
Barbara Ritchie and Jane Sebens on severai occasions in regard to this matter. Jane 
researched the legalities of the situation, contacted both myself and Mr. Tripp directly 
last week, then followed up with me on the situation afterward. My understanding of the 
situation rs; 

Roughriders AK Inc. has a 501(c) 3 status with the IRS, but the community purpose 
exemption application will oniy apply to property that they own, not lease. 

Goldbeit offered to allow Roughriders AK Inc. land to use for the OHV park, on the 
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condition that it not cost Goldbelt any time, money or effort on their part and it not 
change their exemption status. ANSCA regulations specifically state the exemption is lost 
on any property that is leased to another entity on that portion that is involved, so 
Goldbelt would become taxable. Roughriders is requesting approximately 400 acres to 
my understanding. Jane explained to Mr. Tripp that the options coutd be, if Roughrider 
would pay the taxes on the property that Goldbelt would lose their exemption on, then 
it is possible Goldbelt would be amenable to the proposition. 

Possessory interest would apply to a private entity such as Roughriders AK Inc, leasing 
publicly owned land, however the tax liability is attributable to the private entity.

The Assessor's Office makes determtnations on property exemptions. State Statutes govern what is taxable or 
exempt Under the statutes, I can see a couple of potentlal taxatk>n exemption possibllities. First to have a 
possessory interest In the property for taxation purposes, the lessee must have certain rights to the property for a 
specific time. The fewer rights and the shorter the period, the smaller the assessed value. We also have a 
Community Purpose exemptjon available if the use of the property meets certain restrictions. An exemption can be 
granted if the organization leasing the property has an IRS designation of 501{c) (3) or (4) and the property is open 
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to the public for community purposes without material fees or individual access restrictions. There is a form to 
request a Community Purpose exemption available in the Assessofs Office or on our web site - 
h i flp://wwwjuneau.om/finan^

Sara, 

The I and is out on the uphill side of Echo Cove. Could be as much as 500 
acres available. 

We need to find out if we can get an exemption on any property taxes they 
would incur from our "Paid" use of the land. Currently it is exempt land 
under ANCSA. 

I was able to find where the Assembly voted in favor of an exemption in a 
similar situation. I have attached the minutes from the assembly meetings 
where the proposal was discussed and again when the exemption was granted. 
Look for "Executive Flight". 

Executive Flight was a company who leased a plane for Medical Transport, to 
a non-profit, and so they requested an exemption on that plane only. The 
situation is similar in the fect that Goldbelt is a For-Profit corporation, 
who would be leasing to a non-Profit (Rough Riders AK, Inc. • 501(cX3) 
Public Charity). 

The biggest difference I see is the fact that Executive Flight was currently 
paying tax on the plane (I think it says $32,000 a year) so by granting that 
exemption CBJ was missing out on money, whereas the land in question is NOT 
currently taxed, but would become taxab1e while we were paying to use it, so 
there would be no loss to the CBJ. 
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Let me know what you think, and if you know where I should start the 
process. (I have already contacted the CBJ assessors office and was informed 
that undcr currcnt ordinances wc do not qualify for any of the optional or 
required exemptions since we do not own the land.
